Tribune, Gary, Indiana, which reported that thirty civic labor, fraternal 
and religious organizations would join the East Chicago Unity Council in @ 
protest against the Klan-inspired lynchings occurring in the South, according 
to ARTHUR DARONATSY, the president of the East Chicago Unity Council. In this 
article, the sub ject announced a mass meeting to pe held the following Sunday 
afternoon at Washington High School auditorium in East Chicago. He was quoted 
as saying, "Tne very least we can do is to get together to yoice our protest — 
against the undermining of American democracy," and was further quoted as 
saying that the Ku Klux Klan was “raiding CIO organizers’ homes, spreading 
natred of the foreign born, the Jew and the capital".

The subject was desig~ 
nated as recording secretary of this meeting. The matter of obtaining a new 
organizer for the Communist Party in Lake Co » indiana was discussed, at b2 
which time the subject continued to favor HOWARDN,AWRENCE, who was the last b7D 
active organizer, but who was dismissed. 


The subject_read 8 financial report which he himself had prepared and 
which according to oa caused considerable comments of doubt from 
leading Commnist Party members present relative to the accuracy of this report. 


This same informant identified subject as being present at a banquet held 
at the Lake Hotel, Gary, Indiana, on May 50,946, which was sponsored by the 
United American Slavs of Gary and featured LEO KZYCKI as speaker. 


Linseed reported that the sub ject was present at a meeting of the Lake 

County, Indiana Communist Party Secretariat held at 1400 Washington Street in 

Gary on April 19, 1946, The informant pointed out that the subject is one of 
four members appointed to this Secretariat which controls the functions of the 
Communist Party in Lake County, particularly since the absence of a full time 
organizer. The informant noted no unusual comments by the subject, except that 
the subject requested to be assigned to work on ticket sales in Gary and Indiana 
Harbor, Indiana in connection with the forthcoming meeting featuring WILLIAM Le 

S7ER, The subject was said to have requested the ticket sales work instead 
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of working on publicity for the FOSTER meeting. According to this informant, 
the subject was present at a meting in Gary Communist Party headquarters which 
was in preparation for the William Z Foster rally scheduled for May 12, 1946. 


This informant reported that on Friday, June 14, 1946, the subject was 
at the Cooperative Restaurant, 1248 Broadway, Sary, Indiana, which {s a known 
hangout for Communist Party members and pathizersand while at this restau- 
rant the subject was conversing with re, CPALEOT, PAT WULY, and JOHNSON, 
who is the Communist Party chairman for the state of Indiana. The infoxmant 
was able to overhear the discussion which was taking place and said that the 
subject and Mrs. TALBOT were providing ELMER JOENSON with various facts concerm-= 
ing relief (sccial work) and the difference between their work and township re- 
lief. It was the opinion of the subject and TALBOT that the present relief 
system should be changed or done away with, and they pointed out that in their 
work on the welfare committee they had very few people they could trust where- 
upon ELMER JOHNSON told them he would give them a couple of names of persons 
they could rely upon, but that these names should be kept quite secret.

duced the various speakers. KENNY drew a parallel between the aims of the 
KKK in America and the aims of the National Socialists in Germany, calling 
the KKK the spearhead of Fascism in the United States. KENNY stated that 
"a sick community" finds many "planes of intolerance". He stated that the 
Klan in its role of being Anti-Labor, Anti-Negro and Anti-Catholic was mere~ 
ly a "front organization for Fascism™., KENNY stated that the final victim 
of the KKK is "American democracy itself" and stated that the only way to 
fight it is by a show of public strength in making the first attack. He 
stated that the Klan satisfied the urge to Faseéism and terrorism in many 
persons and that “both money and brains are being put into it to keep Fascism 
alive".

RUTH MORROW SLADE (the supposed wife of ALBEEYSLADE, an Assistant 
in KENNY'S office) was introduced by KENNY as the next speaker and in the 
introduction, KENNY stated that Mrs.SLADE was an important figure in the 
"National Civil Rights Council", to which she had recently gone as a dele-~ 
gate to a National meeting held in Chicago. She was also identified as 
being in charge of the "F.E.P.C. signature campaign", 


RUTH BLADE stated that "the Klan itself is evil enough but it is 
only one of many Fascist fronts". She stated further that “the white sheets 
of the Klan are evident to everyone except the Mayor and the Police Department",

"Yes, we know that 27 incidents within three months don't happen without cause 
and here is ROBERT W. KENNY, Attorney General of California speaking for the 
Mobilization for Democracy", . 


The program was closed with the statement: "A community that is 
aware of the threat to its people and security by bigoted terroristic groups 
will be protected from such acts.

After this broadcast on September 9, 1946, Mayor FLETCHER BOWRON 
gave an interview to the Los Angeles Times on September 13, 1946, in which 
BOWRON issued a challenge to Attorney General ROBERT W. KENNY to prove that 
there has been any authentic instances of Klu Klux Klan activity in recent 
months. BOWRON stated that every one of the 27 instances of alleged Klan 
activity had been thoroughly investigated by the Los Angeles Police Depart 
ment and nothing indicating authentic Klan activity was found. He stated 
that it appeared to be the "work of pranksters and juveniles" and in most 
instances the statements have not only been exaggerated, but the facts 
deliberately misstated, 


BOWRON citing the law enforcement duties of the Attorney General 
as set up in the Penal Code, declared in part; "Attorney General KENNY, if

On May 27, 1961, during an interview with 
Mr. RONALD REAGAN, film and television star and currently 
MC for the television show, "General Electric Theatre," 
Mr. REAGAN noted that he has been active in combating and 
exposing to the best of his ability the efforts of communist 
elements to infiltrate the film and television industry. 
He recalled that as far back as the middle of the 1940's 
he concerned himself with the exposing of the communist led 
strike situation in the film industry when the communists 
were attempting to consolidate Hollywood guilds and unions 
under their influence if not control. Mr. REAGAN advised 
that insofar as he is aware, the CP at the present time has 
no influence whatever in the SAG, the IATSE, the Sereen 
Directors Guilds (SDG) or the Motion Picture Producers 
Association (MPPA). He thinks there may be some 
| procommunist sentiments in the WGA which now includes all 
| radio and television as well as film writers. However, he 
said there is no indication that the WGA is in any way 
controlled by the procommunist elements at this time. 








Mr. REAGAN said he feels that the producers in the 

film industry may be getting away from the so-called 
Waldorf Agreement not to hire communists which was entered 
into by the major film producers following the 1947 HCUA 
hearings on communist infiltration into the film industry. 
REAGAN pointed out, however, that there are hundreds of 
independent producers who are not bound by the Waldorf 

Agreement; and that many of these shut their eyes to the 

writer's or actor's politics if there is a good chance

REAGAN also believes that it is impossible to be 
an active or outspoken anticonmunist; that those who are or 
have been just do not seem to get the picture assignments 
that they once did. REAGAN said he himself has felt this,

This is the basis of Communist Party's smear campaign ee the 
Thomas Committee. The party has been preparing the campaign since early 
this year. Enormous pressure has been applied in Hollywood to force every- 
body into line and put up a "united front" against Congress. 


Anybody who has had experience with Communists in labor unions or 
other organizations will recognize that this is the old "unity" game again. 


The Communists are always for "unity" when they get into danger. "We're all 
in the same boat," they cry. "Let's you and me defend ME. Anybody who rats 
on unity is a rat." And now they've used this same old "unity" trick to 


whip nearly all of Hollywood into line, including the big producers. 


There are hundreds of Communist Fifth Columnists in important posi- 
tions on Hollywood payrolls. The producers ought to have cleaned them out 
long ago. But they've never had enough sense and courage to do it. 

One of the biggest reasons for this is that in Hollywood it has 
been "smart to be red." Many of the executives have themselves contributed 
money to Fifth Column fronts. Anybody who has murmured an unkind word about 
the Russia Firsters has been labeled a Fascist.

Now the Communists and ont of the producers arg, putting on a tre- 
mendous propaganda campaign. The producers have sent Eric™ hnston and Paul 
WiicNutt to Washington to offer alibis. Eric Johnston issues these alibis at 

‘the hearings and in newsreels, on radio, in full-page newspaper ads. 

-. But Johnston admits that he urged the producers two years ago to 
fire the Communists. They refused. They say now that they were afraid of 
lawsuits. This is a pitiable excuse. Every business takes risks every day, 
including risks of litigation. If the producers” had really cared very much 
about firing the quislings they would have done SO. But they didn't care 
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enough. And now Johnston's job is to defend his employers for NOT doing 
what he tried in vain two years ago to get them to do. 


Violent charges against Thomas Committee have no basis in fact. 
True enough, the committee ought to be a better one...it ought to have 


brighter members...and certainly Rep Rankin shouldn't be on it. But Rankin 
hasn't even been present at the movie hearings. And Chairman Thomas, far 
from acting tyrannically, has leaned backwards to give special privileges to 
the hypocritical and wily Communist witnesses. Thomas has a poor capacity 
for public relations. But the man is doing an honest job. 

The general rules of procedure in the hearings are fair & practi- 
cal. The committee isn't a court...the hearings aren't a trial. If Thomas 
‘allowed the Communist Party's lawyers to take part in the proceedings, which 
is what Johnston is actually urging, we would see the same sort of perform-

TREMENDOUS EFFECTS OF ANTI-COMMUNIST VICTORY IN AUTO UNION are be- 
ing recognized in ever-widening circles. Effects are being felt in CIO, in 
AFL, in national politics and even in international affairs. 

But some newspapers and some peopte in industry believe that "it 
makes no difference whether Reuther or Addes wins, because they're both 
leftists." If you want to see what difference it makes, look at France & 
Italy, where Stalin is now preparing revolutions. He's able to do this be- 
Cause he controls the labor movement in both countries. And incidentally he 
controls it in Italy because he had quislings in the American Military Govt, 
who set up the new Italian labor movement with Communists cn top. 

Our liberties & lives may depend in a crisis on whether the U S la- 
bor movement supports the U S Govt or sabotages it for Stalin.

There was an even worse example Apr 29, when TWO of the four Shel =roN ee 
ers were Communists...namely J Raymond Walsh, radio commentator, and Prof 
Gene Weltfish of Coe University. Counterattack has published facts on 
Walsh repeatedly. Prof Weltfish, a Communist Party member, is president of 
the biggest Communist woman's front, the Congress of American Women, which 
is the US section of Stalin's Women's International Democratic Federation.

COUNTERATTACK'S INVESTIGATORS LEARN EXCLUSIVELY of an incident that 
has a bearing on Henry ‘allace's activities. When Wallace toured the country 
a few months ago he was accompanied by his employer, Michael Straight, rich 
young publisher of the New Republic. Wallace's meetings were arranged by 
Communist fronts, usually the Progressive Citizens of America. 

Qne day Straight came to Wallace with a significant report. He had 
made a survey that showed that wherever Wallace drew big crowds, there the 
Communist Party had an effective organization.

Ssohiamaaes ed that while in prison, LEARY frequently 
did physical Gxercises in ord¢r to prepare himself for nis 
escane from prison. He stated that he was very conce:ned 
about his physical condition dnd that he would be able to 
have enough strength to escape. He stated that he planned 
his escape for some time and that the newsrelease shortly 
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after his escape was written by ‘LEARY while he was in 

prison and carried over the wall. with him on the night of

LEARY aavisedl [thet the 

officers told him they could l¢ave on Friday if he wanted 

to drive back to the East Coast, or they couid wait: until 

Monday if he would like to fly back to the East Coast. 

Since LEARY had planned to escape on the weekend, he told 

the officers that they should take the weekend off and have 

a good time and then fly back on Monday. LEARY advised 

anes he would have liked to have seen the officers' 

faces when they woke up on Monday morning with a hang over 

and read in the morning papers that he had escaped.

LEARY advisea[___]that although he had been 
trying to get into good physical condition he was barely 
able to make it over the fence at the security prison. in 
addition, he stated that there were armed guards with search 
lights, but that they did not gee him. LEARY stated that 
his hands were badly cut while attempting to go over the 
fence and at one point he did mot think th ad enough 
strenght to make it; however, LEARY ‘advieed [tbat he

She advised that revolutionaries 
from all over the country had come to Buffalo and that great

communication from the Weatherman underground of December 10, 
which has title, "Changing Weather’. She stated that many 
members of the Weatherman were extremely upset over the 
death of DIANE OUGHTON and two other Weatherman members in 
the New York townhouse explosion of last spring. She stated 
that several Weatherman members were still not over this 
tragedy and that it had greatly influenced their thinking 
towards revolution.

The basic strength of Weatherman was then 
revealed to be some 300 - 350 nationally and geographically 
apportioned to the Midwest, New York, and some Northwest. 


' As its rhetoric of vidlence escalated, Weatherman - 
leaders increasingly discussed: the necessity of an underground 
operation wherein more than 90 percent of the organization 
would be submerged; "affinity groups" of three - five members 
would function independently. In February 1970, Weatherman 
leaders announced a program of "strategic sabotage’ with 
police and military installations as primary targets.
